Fatal Accidents on the G. T. R. 

Two train men have been killed 
on the G. T. R. this week; the first 
Stephen A. Needham, conductor 
on a freight, was run over Sunday 
night at Island Pond, *Vt., and 
seriously Injured. His friends 
started with him at once for the 
Maine General hospital, but he 
died on the Way there, at Lewiston 
Junction. 

Mr. Needham was born at South 
Bethel, and has many friends and 
relatives in Bethel who Will mourn 
his death. 

The second accident occurred at 
Gorham, N. IL, Monday morning, 
when brakoman N. P. Anderson 
was run over and terribly man¬ 
gled. Anderson was 24 years of 
age and lived at Falmouth with 
his mother. In 189s lie enlisted on 
the U. S.- S, Montank, and served 
on her until he was mustered out 
of the service at the end of the 
war.

IMPORTANT MISSION,

Mrs. Antonio Zaldivar de Blanco, 
wlio is at present a guest at the Palace 
hotel, has come here on a mission of 
considerable importance to two Cen¬ 
tral American governments.

been called upon to execute. Among 
other things she will make a study of 
financial conditions in Mexico and the 
financial methods of the Mexican gov¬ 
ernment to enable President Estrada 
Cabrera to reorganize the treasury sys¬ 
tem of Guatemala on a souuder basis 
after the financial readjustment now 
in progress. Incidentally she has been 
commissioned to make some extensive 
purchases of uniforms for the troops 
of Guatemala and has been asked by 
President Zelaya of Nicaragua to 
study the military ambulance systems 
of the several countries she will visit 
on her present trip and purchase a full 
equipment of modern military ambu¬ 
lances for shipment to Nicaragua. She 
will spend a mouth in Mexico and aft¬ 
er that will go to France for an extend¬ 
ed stay. 

Mrs. Blanco is the wife of a man 
promiuent in business and financial 
circles in Guatemala and Salvador. She 
enjoys the friendship of President lte- 
galado of Salvador, President Cabrera 
of Guatemala and President Zelaya of 
Nicaragua, as well as ex-President Gut- 
Uerijz of Salvador. Sbe is a uiece of 
•ex-President Zaldivar. whom she ex¬ 
pects to join in the City of Mexico 
shortly.—San Francisco Chrouicle. 

Women Displacing Men. 

A correspondent tells the sad story of 
a Competent bookkeeper with a good 
record who cannot got work. Female 
cheap labor lost him the place he lmd. 
Two women offered to do his work for 
less pay than he was getting. His em¬ 
ployers were ashamed to ask him to 
work for women’s wages and so dis¬ 
charged him. He might, however, have 
thought a half loaf better than no 
bread. Finally the correspondent asks 
if it is possible that the time is near at 
hand when women will take the men’s 
places in business and compel the men 
to stay at home and play with the pots 
and pans. 

The day of masculine displacement 
does not seem to be near at hand. In 
1 S 00 there were 18,821,000 males en¬ 
gaged in gainful pursuits in the United 
States to 3,914.000 females. The next 
census will show the males still in the 
lead, although there will no doubt lie 
an increase in the percentage of fe¬ 
males. In 1SS0 a tritle over 15 pci* cent 
of those engaged in gainful occupations 
were females and in 1S90 a little over 
17 per cent. 

Women have invaded many fields of 
labor during the last 50 years. There 
were few occupations open to them in 
the'first half of the century. They 
could lie domestic servants, dressmak¬ 
ers and seamstresses, cotton spinners 
and schoolteachers in a small way, and 
that was about all. Most of the school¬ 
teachers were males. So were all the 
bookkeepers and clerks in retail stores. 
At present the female teachers are to 
the male teachers as three to one. 
There are two female stenographers 
and typewriters to one male. But in 
1890 there wore only 27,772 female 
bookkeepers and accountants to 131,(502 
males. Of clerks and copyists there 
were 04,219 of the former and 493,139 
of the latter. There were 58.451 female 
and 205,943 male salesmen. 

As has been said, there were 3,914,- 
000 women engaged in gainful occupa¬ 
tions in 1890. Of these about a third 
were Servants. Of the remaining two- 
thirds the great majority would be idle 
if the field of female employment were 
as restricted as it was in 1840. Chica¬ 
go Tribune. 

Tramps amt Nexv Women, 

•The tramps are having a hard time 
of it these days, according to one who 
was fed from the back door of a farm¬ 
house the other day. “If it hadn’t been 
for soft hearted women,*'said the tramp 
as he finished his biscuit, “there would 
have been no tramping. It was their 
pity and sympathy and charity that 
built up the profession, and now it is 
the women folks who are knocking its 
out. Five years hence a tramp will 
find It as hard to pick up ab old hat or 
a cold bite as to buy up steamboats. 
The change began about four years ago, 


and, though it’s slow, it keeps moving 
right along. 1 fiud it a harder job to¬ 
day to get a sandwich than it used to 
be to raise a whole suit of clothes. Lor 1 
bless you, how easy it was to get along 
a few years hack! If a woman would 
not give out of charity, she’d give be¬ 
cause she was afraid of a tramp. Let 
him scowl at her, and shejd set out the 
best in the house. That time has gone 
by. When a tramp makes a call now, 
he meets a new woman. She has a re¬ 
volver on the clock shelf or a baseball 
bat behind the door, and she freezes 
his blood by saying: ‘Now. then, I 
don’t want to hear a word about your 
dying wife, your starving children, 
your consumption or your liver com¬ 
plaint. There’s 40 bushels of ashes 
down cellar, and if you want to carry 
thorn out I’ll give you a slice of bread 
and butter!’ Time was when I could 
have seared that woman Into a fit and 
got away with a bundle, but now at 
the first word of sass down comes the 
gun or up goes that club, and it’s cut 
sticks or be sent to the hospital.

A Woman’s Will. 

A female over 12 years of age in New 
Mexico and over 1G in New York may 
bequeath her personal property, but 18 
is the age fixed for devising real estate 
In California. Colorado, Connecticut, 
Dakota, District of Columbia, Illinois, 
Maryland, Minnesota, Montana, Neva¬ 
da, Utah and Washington, while in the 
other states the testatrix must be 21 
years of age. Married women may de¬ 
vise their separate estates in Alabama, 
Arizona, Arkansas, California, Con¬ 
necticut, Dakota, District of Colum¬ 
bia, Idaho, Kentucky, Maine, Missou¬ 
ri, Nevada, North Carolina, Tennes¬ 
see, Utah, Vermont, Virginia, Wiscon¬ 
sin and Wyoming. It is necessary in 
the other states that a married woman 
have the written consent of her hus¬ 
band before disposing of her property 
by will. An Unmarried woman’s will 
is legally revoked by marriage, but her 
property may be arranged in such a 
manner as to permit her to dispose of 
it after marriage as she may desire. 
The person making the will is called 
the testator; feminine, testatrix, A will 1 
Is of no effect until the death of the r 
testator arid may be changed or can- * 
eeled at any time by him. A will may 
be revoked by marriage, a codicil, de- j 
struction of will, disposing of property 
devised in the will or by the execution ■ 
of another will, as the last will annuls 
the power of any preceding one. if 
real estate is conveyed by will, it 
should be done in accordance with the 
laws of the state or county hi which 
j the land is located, hut personal prop- 
j erty is conveyed in harmony with the 
[ laws of the place In which the testator 
resides. — Mary Adelaide DeCamp in

Germans of Lancaster county discover¬ 
ed what will probably be to most peo¬ 
ple a distinctively new use for sauer¬ 
kraut, a native production of old Lan¬ 
caster and a staple article of food, says 
the Pittsburg Times. He had called to 
see an old friend who keeps a dairy and 
found the dairyman in the act of taking 
great bunches of succulent cabbage 
from a barrel in the cellar. The odor 
pervaded the neighborhood and made 
glad the nostrils of every true and loyal 
Pennsylvania Dutchman within a dis¬ 
tance of about half a mile. The reporter 
was astonished when the dairyman 
picked up a bucketful of sauerkraut and 
carried it to his cow stables. The second 
animal in the long row of stabs was a 
big, strong honed cow. Her head was 
hanging low under the manger, although 
there was a plentiful supply of hay in j 
the rack above. Her ears had a deject¬ 
ed droop and her eyes were half closed. 
She was evidently a very sick cow at a 
time when She should have been in good 
spirits, for among the Pennsylvania 
Germans it is still a popular belief that 
on Christmas eve the cows in their stalls 
may be heard to talk to each other of 
the great event the day commemorates. 
The bucketful of sauerkraut was dump¬ 
ed into the manger. The cow by some 
peculiar system of feeding first gave 
evidence of the appreciation by slowly 
switching her tail, which had before 
hung limp and lifeless. Then she raised 
her head, poked her great muzzle into 
the kraut and slowly began to munch the 
stuff. Fifteen minutes later she looked 
quite happy. Sbe had eaten all the 
kraut and was taking great mouthfuls 
of the hay.

Old Oxford Boy Among 
Canyons of Colorado.

The following was taken from 
the Denver Evening Post. Dr. 
Bartlett was born in Hanover, at¬ 
tended school at. Gould’s Academy, 
and later was one of its teachers. 


On the 21st of last month a deal 
was consummated by which all in - 1 
ierests of the American Zinc-Lead 
company west of Chicago passed 
into the hands of IT. L. Hollister 
of Boston, ana Dr. F. L* Bartlett 
Qf this city. This includes valua¬ 
ble patents and considerable min¬ 
ing property in New Mexico, and 
the American Zinc-Lead smelter, 
located here. The amount involv¬ 
ed in the purchase is $250,000. 
These interests were formerly con¬ 
trolled by a company of Boston 
capitalists, in conjunction.,with 
large Eastern holdings. Dr. Bart¬ 
lett had the management qf the 
Colorado and New Mexico inter¬ 
ests and has made an eminent suc¬ 
cess of the business. During a re¬ 
sent trip East he made anange- 
ments for a sufficient amount of 
capital to enlarge the plant here 
to three times its present capacity, 
and the purchase of the Western 
interests is a part of this plan. 
When all additions contemplated 
are complete this smelter will have 
capacity ot 300 tons of zinc ore per 
diem, and a force of 225 men will 
be required to handle the product. 

Among the new buildings plan¬ 
ned are a smelting building, ’a 
flume building, six bag rooms, an 
enlargement of the boiler, engine 
and sampiing room, a drying 
house and copper shop. The smelt¬ 
ing building will duplicate the 
present buildings and will parallel 
it on the east. Workmen are now 
engaged in excavating for the

In this connection 
an improved drying house has;

A million and a half of brick 
will thus be used. After that the 1 ; 
plant will be put to producing fqp 
the market.

The drying process is a production 
of artificial heat by means of steam 
pipes laid a few inches beneath 
the surface of the dirt floor; It' is 
thus possible to maintain a’high 
average temperature and dry 'the 
brick in a Very short time after 
moulding.
